BRITISH COLUMBIA 


WHATEVER YOUR CHOICE—an ocean-side 
locale, a towering mountain vista or a campground 
near a lake warmed by the glowing sun, you will 
find it in British Columbia. 

The distinct variations in character of the pro- 
vince—an old-English atmosphere lingering in the 
shops and tearooms on Vancouver Island; the buzz 
of sawmills and smell of the sea permeating indus- 
trious coastal communities; attractive valley resorts 
rimming the cauldron of the Fraser River; alpine 
parklands resting in the shadows of the peaks— 
make exciting fare for the highway traveller. Begin- 
ning in flower-decked Victoria, provincial capital, 
the Trans-Canada follows the eastern coast of 


Vancouver Island to the busy port of Nanaimo. 
Modern ferries link the island with the mainland 
where cosmopolitan Vancouver sprawls below the 
snow-capped mountains of the Coast Range. 
Scenic splendour is the order of your trip as you 
follow the Trans-Canada up the Fraser River 
canyon. All along the route, excellent trout streams, 
panoramic views and almost every recreational 
facility await you. However, no electric power or 
sewage hookups are provided for trailers in pro- 
vincial parks, and waste disposal on parking spurs is 
forbidden. Small trailers and camper-wagons can 
use existing park facilities, provided that parking a 
trailer does not inconvenience other park users.

Alberta sets its campgrounds in magnificence. In 
the heart of the Rockies lie acres of tenting, trailer 
and picnic sites. Leaving Yoho Park at the B.C. 
border, ahead lies Lake Louise meeting place of 
two exciting routes. Here the Trans-Canada turns 
south to Banff while the Ice-field Highway swings 
north a hundred-odd miles through glacier country 
to Jasper. 

An ever-changing pace is afforded the visitor as 
he descends the Rockies into the rolling foothills 
of Alberta’s beef-cattle country to Calgary, a 
modern city still cherishing the brand of “Cow 
Town’. Directly north of this home of the great 
stampede lies Edmonton, burgeoning capital city 
of Alberta; between them some of North America’s 


most productive oil fields. Continuing east on the 
Trans-Canada you cross rich wheat country and 
skirt the Badlands where the dinosaur romped 
millions of years ago. Perhaps there’s time to 
digress 20 miles south where suddenly the Cypress 
Hills, oasis-like, rise out of the tumbleweed and 
where, by a trick of Nature, strange prehistoric 
plants and insects still survive, by-passed by time. 

Alberta is a province with exciting cities and 
dense woodland replete with fish and game. Five 
national parks give photographers opportunities 
for good close-ups of big-game animals like the 
lordly moose, the almost-legendary buffalo, grace- 
ful deer, skilful mountain goats, wild sheep and 
the sometimes-too-friendly bear.

SASKATCHEWAN 


Saskatchewan is a land of outdoor fun, a province 


with room to breathe and roads to roam all over.. 


From the vast expanse of the highly productive 
fertile prairies of the south which cover one-third 
of the province roads push north into the park- 
lands and Pre-Cambrian shield which are clothed 
with lakes and forests. Wherever you travel you will 
find campgrounds, from the more rustic settings on 
the lakes of the north to the modern sites in the 
southern parks. 

This is a land closely linked with the opening of 
the Canadian West. From the Alberta boundary to 
Manitoba you find reminders of the early fur 
traders, explorers, rebels like Louis Riel, and heroic 
North West Mounted Police (Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police) who with courage and diplomacy 
brought order to the frontier. 

The Trans-Canada passes through cities with 
names that recall the development of this abundant 
land—Swift Current, Moose Jaw, Regina, Qu’Ap- 
pelle and Indian Head. Many of these stories are 
displayed by exhibits in museums like the RCMP 
museum and the Natural History Museum in 
Regina. 

There are circle routes along the Trans-Canada 
that take you to parks like the intriguing Cypress 
Hills, Moose Mountain, Buffalo Pound, Rowans 
Ravine, Katepwa and Echo Valley parks, as well as 
to the gigantic Gardiner dam. This dam is the 
largest earth-filled dam in Canada. It is located on 
the South Saskatchewan River south of the town 
of Outlook. The lake that is being formed behind 
the dam stretches more than 150 miles and has a

shore-line of over 500. A second dam near Elbow 
keeps the water from flooding the Qu’Appelle 
Valley. 

If you prefer to push further north take a trip 
on one of the three northern roads, The Hanson 
Lake Road, The Big River Road or the La Ronge 
Road. All three of these roads push through the 
parklands to the many lakes located there. 

You are sure of a spontaneous welcome in 
Saskatchewan—prairie people are quick to make 
a stranger feel at home.

ONTARIO 


LONG A FAVORITE GOAL of campers seeking - 


the pleasures of a lakeland vacation, Ontario 
boasts over a quarter of a million lakes and net- 
works of waterways, making the province es- 
pecially attractive to aquatic enthusiasts. 


The Trans-Canada Highway through Ontario 
presents vivid contrasts between recently opened 
wilderness sections, highly developed resort cen- 
tres, industrial communities and historic locales. 
From the great maskinonge waters of the Lake of 
the Woods at the border of Manitoba the route 
sweeps down to the twin cities of Fort William 
and Port Arthur and around Lake Superior, 
through the big-game country of the Algoma 
district to the international border city of Sault 
Ste. Marie. Now it turns east along Georgian Bay 
to Sudbury, home of the world’s greatest nickel 
mine, thence south-east past the popular Muskoka 
and Lake of Bays vacation areas into Peter- 
borough, hub of the beautiful Kawartha Lakes 
region. Still heading east you pass through the 
“Land of Lakes” and Rideau Lakes sections on the 
way to picturesque Ottawa, the Canadian capital. 
From this point the highway skirts the Ottawa 
River, historic route of the early explorers — 
Champlain, La Vérendrye, LaSalle and Etienne 
Brulé — and enters Quebec province a_ short 
distance from Montreal.

QUEBEC 


AN EXCITING TOUCH of old-world flavor 
mingling with new-world vigor gives the province 
of Québec a special charm. A land of vivid con- 
trasts, French-Canada, as it is often called, is at 
times reminiscent of 17th century France; at 
others, great skyscrapers of glass and steel tower 
above the turrets of chateaux of long ago. 

While for the moment one must leave the 
Trans-Canada to find a government-operated 
campground, Québec is taking large strides to 
provide locations along this principal artery and 
other main highways.

Meantime visitors will find ex- 
cellent privately-operated facilities throughout the 
province in addition to the magnificent parks 
described on the next page. 

From the Ontario border the Trans-Canada 
leads to cosmopolitan Montréal, past historic and 
charming centres such as the walled city of 
Québec, thence along the great St. Lawrence sea- 
way to Riviére-du-Loup. From here, starting point 
for a swing around the sea-scarred bluffs of Gaspé 
Peninsula, the route turns south to the province 
of New Brunswick. Throughout your journey you 
move through history, delight in French-Canadian 


cuisine and are warmed by the unmatched hospi- 
tality of les canadiens-frangais.
